Applicant's undersigned Attorney thanks the Examiner for a kind and thorough 
examination of this application. Particularly, Claims 1-6 have been cancelled, Claims 7,8, 
and 9 are combined, and the amended Claim 7 is therefore allowable. Claims 13-32 are 
also in condition for allowance. Such allowance was acknowledged by the examiner in 
the office action and such allowance is requested. 

New claim 33 is also allowable over the art of record since it defines an assembly 
having a cigar rest portion which movably resides between a pair of substantially 
identical sidewalls, thereby providing a secure area (environment) for the placement of a 
cigar (see for example Figures 5-6 6). None of the art of record teaches or discloses such 
an arrangement.
